They Call Him 'Mr. Boots'

There's one in every neighborhood. You know, 
that special person who wears the jaunty cap and always 
says "good morning" while striding along. Or, maybe it's 
that person who knows everything that's going on but 
never passes on gossip in a mean-spirited way, or better 
yet, that man or woman who never fails to lend a hand to 
a neighbor in time of need. 

At Little Neck Village in Marion there is just 
such a person. Okay, maybe not a person; instead it is a 
charming seven-year-old orange tabby with white boots 
aptly named Boots. But you may call him Mr. Boots. 

Every day, Mr. Boots takes in the fresh air 
strolling around the courtyard ensuring all is well and 
giving the neighbors something to smile about because 
Boots just isn't out checking the perimeter, he is walking 
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with a leash. 

It isn't often you'll see a cat being walked by 
its owner, but it is becoming more popular. In any pet 
shop, you'll find leashes, collars, and harnesses scaled 
to accommodate the sleek bodies of felines. For Suzanne 
Peterson, it was absolutely necessary when Boots came to 
live with her. 

"I lost two other cats to wild animals," Peterson 
sadly shared. Peterson has never declawed her cats 
and therefore, presumably, they were able to defend 
themselves or escape up a tree if needed. Tragedy, 
however, was not averted. When Boots came into her life, 
Peterson opted for leash training. 

"I wasn't going to get another cat right away," 
she said after losing the last one to a fox. "But my 
granddaughter's neighbor's cat had a litter and when she 
brought this one over to show me. Well it was a kitten - 
you know, I fell in love." 

It wasn't easy in those early days adjusting to 
having a kitten again in her home. Peterson said, "He was 
all over the place, climbing the curtains, jumping on top 
of cabinets. Boots needed to get rid of some energy." 

Unwilling to simply open the door and let him 
roam outside, Peterson started the process of acclimating 
Boots to a harness. "But he kept slipping out of it, so I just 
use a collar and leash now." 

Cats, unlike dogs, retain a great deal of their 
natural hunting instincts. Domesticated cats are 
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constantly on the alert to any movement; they are curious, 
which makes walking outside with a cat on a leash 
challenging. Peterson said she doesn't so much walk 
Boots, instead Boots "walks me." 

There are numerous websites and printed guides 
on how to train a cat to walk on a leash or even use a 
toilet instead of a litter box. And it's all about positive 
reinforcement versus discipline. 

For decades, animal training included a level of 
discipline versus rewarding the creature for performing 
a task correctly. Animal behaviorists now espouse a 
kinder, gentler, and frankly, better method of gaining 
the cooperation of an animal: a reward system. While 
the reward may simply be a gentle verbal cue or 
reinforcement, when training first begins it may also 
include a tasty treat. For Boots, it's the people he meets 
along the way that reinforce his desire to be out and 
about, allowing Peterson to clip the leash onto his collar. 

Demonstrating just how much Boots enjoys 
walking with his leash, Peterson strolled outdoors. The 
neighbor ladies sitting out in the warm autumn afternoon

This Mattapoisett Life

Back in the 1950s when I was little, I loved to play 
dress-up. Ladies dresses, cosmetics, and shoes were my 
passion. My fondest part of the whole dress-up fantasy 
was the plastic slip-on high-heeled shoes. Those miniature 
knock-offs of adult shoes were always pink with glittery 
bits embedded in the hard unforgiving plastic mold, but I 
loved them. 

From early morning to suppertime. I'd wear 
my plastic high-heeled shoes walking up and down the 
sidewalk outside our home. The shoes made the most 
delightful clicking sound, a sound that was music to my 
little ears. 

In my mind, I spun tales of stuttering down a 
Parisian catwalk modeling evening gowns for famous 
movie stars. The hard plastic shoes click-clacked, click- 
clacked in rhythm to the music in my head. Oh, what 
wondrous places imagination can take a child. 

While my clothing style changed from dreaming 
of sequined gowns to wearing blue jeans, my love of 
shoes remained steadfast. 

As a teenager, I purchased a pair of chucky- 
heeled lace-up shoes, the latest fashion in the mini-shirt 
era for those of us whose calves refused entry into knee- 
high white boots. 

Shoe trends in the 1960s found females donning 
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sling-backs, flats, stacked heels, Mary Janes, kitten heels, 
and Pilgrim shoes. Gone were the pointy-toed stiletto 
high-heels of the 50s. Gone were my pink plastic high- 
heels. 

Comfort and style were what women demanded 
along with color. Shoes made from non-organic materials 
flowed from factories. They were cheap, fashion-forward, 
and fun. 

By the time the cultural revolution of the 1970s 
arrived, ladies shoe styles progressed into the groovy. In 
my closest were wooden clogs, cork-soled sandals, and 
moccasins. I was hip. I still longed for knee-high boots, 
but my consolation was platform shoes. 

My arrival in the grown-up world of making a 
living meant becoming rather mainstream, demanding 
shoe choices that would compliment my big hair, chucky 
jewelry, and padded shoulder jackets. I sprained my ankle 
once while wearing a pair of Candi wooden-soled high- 
heeled slip-ons. That was the beginning of ankle damage 
that would come back to haunt my later years. 

The corporate fashion of the 1990s found women 
sporting tailored pantsuits and pencil skirts with white 
linen blouses. Shoes became very conservative: primarily 
pumps and primarily black. 

But something happened in the 2000s. Women - 
well, young women for the most part - were fascinated 
with high-heeled shoes again. Really high, really narrow, 
and really horrible to wear - shoes from hell, in other 
words. I guess we could blame ''Sex In The City" or 
"Mad Men." Yeah, let's do that because heaven knows TV 
influences every facet of our lives. 

Back to shoes - those slim bits of leather with 
devilishly high heels look amazing when one is sitting 
cross-legged with a cell phone poised for action. But 
try standing or taking a step. Doing so requires one to 
stick the buttocks out as a counter weight to the forward 
projecting torso. The misalignment of the spine coupled 
with the tippy-toed position of the foot leads to a really 
unhappy body. Maybe not right away, but definitely over 
time.

Mattapoisett Special Town Meeting Results

With a short list of articles to get through during 
Mattapoisett' s November 21 Special Fall Town Meeting, 
and with a quorum of 92 voters, things got off to an easy 
start as the community breezed through the first five 
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New, Used, Reconditioned Furniture 
and Accessoiies

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articles with thumbs up. 

The first two articles. Article 1 in the amount 
of $57 to pay for a prior year bill and Article 2 in the 
amount of $300,000 from free cash to fund engineering 
work to achieve 25% of design and other work needed for 
repairs to Main, Water, and Beacon Streets, received little 
comment. 

Regarding Article 2, voters heard from Town 
Administrator Michael Gagne that in order to receive 
consideration for state and federal grants to fund the $4.5 
million village road repair project, the town must commit 
to pay a percentage of the total cost. 

Gagne, who sits on the state's joint transportation 
group, said, "If a project doesn't have twenty-five percent

design, they are not going to get funding." He explained 
that the first step will be to do a 10% design and if the 
remaining 15% looked feasible, then the balance of the 
requested $300,000 would be used. 

Article 3 passed unanimously for the 
appropriation of $200,000 from certified free cash to the 
capital improvement stabilization fund. 

Article 4 in the amount of $72,680 from free 
cash with $55,000 going towards FY17 reserve fund and 
$17,680 to FY17 accrual liability funding for the purpose 
of funding two retirement packages got the green light. 

Former Selectman George Randall reminded 
the voters, "Free cash isn't free cash and when it's gone, 
you've got to put it back." 

Article 5 for supplemental FY17 budget 
appropriations also passed unanimously to settle various 
departmental employment contracts. 

Police Chief Mary Lyons addressed the voters 
regarding Article 6. The voters were asked to spend 
$45,000 from free cash to purchase radar speed signs that 
would be used on Mattapoisett Neck and Brandt Island 
Roads. Lyons explained that she was part of a committee 
asked by the selectmen to research ways to improve safety 
on these roads where the bike path intersects. 

She received some push back from Randall 
who wondered what the long-term costs would be for 
maintaining the signals, and Paul Osenkowski suggested 
warning cones be placed in the middle of the roadway. 


Cok’s Clioco^tes 
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Cindy Johnson asked about Route 6 pedestrian 
crossings. Gagne reported that work began this very 
day on new traffic warning signals at several locations 
between North Street and Main Street and in front of the 
high school. 

The motion passed 71 for and 19 against. 

Article 7, $70,000 for sewer treatment costs, and 
Article 8, $25,000 for waterfront repairs, took little time to 
pass. 

School security was addressed in Article 9. The 
voters were asked to allow the town to move $60,000 
from one account to another, moving money previously 
earmarked for Old Hammondtown School roof repairs to 
the construction of security vestibules. 

Gagne explained that the roof repair costs would 
be added to the FY18 capital improvement list but that 
the security of the schools had been identified as a critical 
need. He said that construction could take place over the 
February school vacation. The motion passed 89 to 3. 

Article 10 received considerable review as voters 
were asked to allow the police and fire departments to 
hire new full-time personnel. 

While the Finance Committee had thoroughly 
vetted the requests from the police department for 
$20,985 and the fire department for $10,000, Finance 
Committee Chairman Pat Donoghue had written a Letter 
to the Editor cautioning that the full costs had not been 
disclosed and that the matter should be brought to the 
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voters during the Annual Town Meeting in the spring as 
opposed to a special town meeting floor. 

When the public was invited by moderator 
Jack Eklund to discuss the requests, Donoghue began 
by saying, ''Both positions have merit." However, she 
said that she was troubled this was coming up at the fall 
town meeting and also took partial responsibility for not 
creating a capital planning process for human resource 
needs. She said that the voters were only being asked to 
fund direct salary costs and not benefits. "We don't know 
the full cost of adding a full-time person," she said. 

Several people in attendance seemed to agree. 
Randall made a motion to indefinitely postpone acting on 
the article. 

But the needs as expressed by the two chiefs 
held sway. Lyons talked about planning for the future 
as the retirement of two officers will drive up over-time 
costs and with Fire Chief Andrew Murray discussing the 
difficulties of protecting the community that includes over 
1,000 school children with only one-full time staff member 
during the weekdays. 

The article passed 85 to 7 with Donoghue voting 
with the majority.

KK Kam Reality Trust presented its application before 
the Mattapoisett Zoning Board of Appeals for a mixed- 
used special permit that would allow owner Todd 
Rodrigues, 81 County Road, to construct two buildings 
for commercial and residential use under the same roof in 
the village business district. 

The village business district was established 
some years ago in Mattapoisett to encourage a variety 
of property use types with an eye towards making 
Mattapoisett more pedestrian friendly with businesses 
and services within easy walking and bicycling distance 
of residences. 

Paul Rodrigues represented his brother Todd, 
owner of Yard Boss, a local landscaping business. The

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buildings are planned for parcels adjacent to Yard Boss. 

Rodrigues described that one structure would be 
15,000 square-feet with commercial space on the first floor 
and apartments on the second floor. A second building 
would also contain commercial space on the first floor 
and apartments above. The Rodrigues' plans called for 
a total of nine apartments in all primarily two-bedroom 
units. He said that the buildings would be connected to 
the public sewer via a previous agreement between the 
town and The Bay Club property. 

A letter from the Mattapoisett Planning Board 
was read into the minutes. Planning Board members 
wrote in support of the project, noting that the plans 
would allow for a greater range of housing options in 
Mattapoisett while also providing an opportunity for 
residents to walk or bicycle to restaurants and services. 

There was some concern expressed by Chairman 
Susan Akin and ZBA member Mary Anne Brogan 
as Rodrigues began to discuss the second of the two 
proposed buildings. He referenced that the second 
building would be much like the first but did not have 
engineered drawings for the board members to review. 

Rodrigues said that the second building was 
not fully designed but asked for and received a recess in 
order to gather conceptual drawings from his office. 

During the recess, the meeting moved on to the 
next hearing for Teodor Georgescu, 121 North Street. 
Georgescu was seeking a variance and a special permit 
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that would allow an apartment above a detached garage 
to be permitted as a family apartment. 

In July, Georgescu had been before the ZBA 
when it was discovered that the apartment in question 
was being rented out but was not permitted as such. 
Georgescu had argued at the time that when he purchased 
the property, the seller and the realtor had represented the 
apartment as legal. Director of Inspectional Services Andy 
Bobola had said at that time that the space had never been 
permitted for occupancy and that the owner had used it 
for an in-home business. Georgescu' s July application was 
denied. 

In the latest application, Georgescu was asking 
that the apartment be recognized as a family or in-law 
apartment in spite of the fact that the garage was not 
attached to the main residence. 

Akin said, "It still doesn't fall under the rules," 
and wondered aloud what had changed since the earlier 
filing. Bobola answered, "Nothing." Bobola said that the 
apartment did not meet the bylaws and that it did not 
meet safety codes. 

Board member Norman Lyonnais asked if the 
apartment was being taxed as such. Georgescu said he 
had been paying taxes on the space as an apartment. 
Lyonnais said, "I'm really having a difficult time with 
this." He asked how the space could be taxed as an 
apartment but not be permitted as such. 

"I have no idea why it's been taxed as an 
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apartment," Bobola said. Georgescu urged the board 
members to understand that this time was different; this 
time it was for affordable housing for a family member. 

"It's an illegal apartment. For an in-law 
apartment, it has to be attached," Akin insisted. 

ZB A member Ken Pacheco said, "We're back to 
the same thing; it doesn't meet the requirements." 

The ZBA members unanimously voted to deny 
the request. 

Rodrigues' hearing was then reopened as 
conceptual drawings for the second building were 
displayed. By then, abutter Donald Fleming, 86 Church 
Street, was present and questioned if the project had 
sufficient handicap access to the second floor residences. 
Fleming also aired concerns that the property would not 
provide adequate outdoor space for any children who 
might reside there. 

Bobola placed a call to a state building code 
authority who confirmed that the proposed project was 
not required to provide handicap access to the second 
story because it was less than 20 units. 

After vetting that the Planning Board had 
addressed parking issues and that the state would address 
traffic flow onto Route 6, the hearing was closed. The 
project was unanimously approved and will become the 
first new project to fall under the village business district. 

Three planned hearings regarding a cease and 
desist notice and an appeal at 102 Fairhaven Road Unit 29 
were withdrawn without prejudice. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Zoning 
Board of Appeals will be held on December 15 at 6:00 pm 
in the Mattapoisett Town Hall conference room pending 
hearing applications. 


Planning Board Discusses Water Quality Facility

Marion Planning Board Chairman Robert Lane 
announced at the November 21 meeting that Mattapoisett 
Town Planner Ken Buckland had accepted a full-time 
position as Town Planner in Wareham. 

"He has agreed to stay on in a part-time role until 
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we can get the rest of the Master Plan sorted out," Lane 
continued, "and we wish him the best of luck and hope 
he'll stay in touch." 

"I've got your cell phone number," board 
member Steve Kokkins told Buckland jovially, getting a 
chuckle out of Buckland. 

Susan Nilson, representative for CLE 
Engineering, came before the board for a pre-submission 
conference regarding development of 172 and 177 
Water Street. The lot in question was formerly the site of 
Sippican Hardware, and past development projects there 
have gone awry. 

"We'd like a pre-submission conference to discuss 
our ideas for this development with you, and consider 
possible waivers," Nilson indicated. "The Buzzards 
Bay Coalition would like to develop a Marion Field 
Operations facility. The owner is looking to lease the land 
to the coalition." 

Nilson explained that the building's functions 
would include coastal water quality collection and 
analysis. The building would also host volunteer training 
and would be a storage center for any water quality 
equipment including collection equipment and small 
boats. 

"We're trying to keep as much green space as 
possible," she assured the board. "We're looking to 
develop two swale holes for groundwater and there 
will be a gravel parking lot. There's also a five thousand 
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square-foot storage area meant for future development, 
but we wanted to get it approved now with everything 
else." 

With Nilson was Lars Olson of Lars V. Olson Fine 
Home Building, who is also working on the project. 

"We're also looking for two waiver requests," said 
Olson. "One for the environmental assessment, as the site 
was previously developed, and one for the traffic study, as 
we feel that with two people in the office on any day, the 
effect on Spring Street will be negligible." He added that 
they were also hoping to skip a site plan review as the 
coalition, which is labeled as an educational non-profit, 
falls under the Dover Amendment. 

"I don't think it applies, and I do think the board 
is entitled to a site plan," countered Lane. 

"We want to make it clear that there's no intent 
to subvert any local laws," Olson replied. "This is an 
educational non-profit. We're just hoping to save some 
time and definitely some money." 

"It doesn't speak to the Dover Amendment, 
though. I don't see how it could be considered 
unreasonable for us to ask to see the site plan," Lane 
returned. "It seems like the board is excited about the 
idea, but we still want to see. We have a responsibility to 
this town to make sure that everything built here is built 
in their best interests." 

Lane then opened up the discussion to the rest of 
the board, looking for their questions. "Are you going to 
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be storing any chemicals in this building?" asked Eileen 
Marum. 

"We talked about this last night; there will be 
minimal chemicals at this building. Everything will fit 
into a small cabinet," Olson explained. "There will never 
be more than one 55-gallon drum of chemicals here at any 
one time." 

"Are you going to be leasing the land? Will the 
Buzzards Bay Coalition own the building?" asked Jennifer 
Francis. 

"Eventually the land and building will be gifted 
to the coalition by the owner," Nilson explained. 

"And are these solar panels I see in the plans?" 
Francis asked again, cheerfully. 

"They are," said Nilson. "We're trying to 
maximize solar power. The goal is that eventually this 
building will be net zero." 

Lane said, "I find it hard to believe youTl be able 
to handle the circulation of trucks with trailers internally. 
If you have to put the boat away, youTl need to use the 
road and you'll be tying up traffic at a major intersection." 

"It's a two-times-a-year event," Olson explained. 
"The boat is stored in November and goes out in April. 
We'd be using the backspace itself to maneuver the boat 
rather than the road itself." 

"You say it's a two-times-a-year event now, but 
what happens if you decide to do more in five years, 
who's to say that won't change?" Lane argued. 
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The board decided to waive the environmental 
assessment and the traffic survey, but noted that they 
would expect a detailed explanation of exactly how 
the traffic would be maneuvered within the site plan 
presented. 

''This is a good use for the site. It's attractive, 
a great organization, and I approve of it," said board 
member Will Saltonstall. The other board members 
echoed their consensus.

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School Committee Investigates STEM Learning 

Rochester School Committee

Rochester Memorial School has big plans 
to incorporate more STEM (Science, Technology, 
Engineering, and Math) teaching into its curriculum. 

Longtime RMS teacher Karen DellaCioppa was 
on hand on November 17 to explain to the Rochester 
School Committee these goals and how they have been 
incorporated. She has recently stepped into a new role 
that functions as a STEM specialist to help teachers 
incorporate STEM into everyday lessons. 

"'When it was first presented, I didn't really know 
what STEM involved," DellaCioppa said. "It's important 
to involve science as the classroom teacher. Technology 
advancement is moving at a rapid pace." She continued, 
"By 2020, our knowledge will double every seventeen 
days. Teachers today are preparing children for jobs 
which aren't created yet, and technology which isn't yet 
invented. We need to prepare for that." 

She indicated that the school had begun to 
incorporate STEM assignments in the upper grades. 

Grade 4 designed their own portable greenhouses, which 
needed to be able to keep a plant alive without water 
for ten days. They also created an artificial beak for an 
injured bird that couldn't eat. 

Sixth-graders learned to make their own clay by 
figuring out the ratios of all the ingredients to the others. 
Then they needed to use that clay to create a rocket, 
which would hold an astronaut. 

"We found it to be a good combination of math 
and engineering," DellaCioppa said. 

Also during the meeting, RMS Principal Derek 
Medeiros gave an overview of the school's PARCC and 
MCAS results. Rochester Memorial is currently a Level 2 
school, which means it ranks in the 79th percentile within 
the state; the minimum for a Level 1 school is the 80th 
percentile, and Medeiros was hopeful that the school 
would soon pass that mark. 

While Rochester has moved to PARCC for 
English and Math testing, it still uses MCAS for Science, 
and Medeiros discussed those results first. 
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RMS fifth-graders scored higher than the state 
average in the 'advanced' and 'proficient' categories, with 
11% of fifth graders testing 'advanced' and 45% scoring 
'proficient'. Thirty- three percent of fifth-graders leveled 
at 'needs improvement' and a further 11% were graded as 
'warning/ failing'. 

"When did we last have a one hundred percent 
dedicated science teacher, not just a teacher teaching 
science for an hour?" asked School Committee member 
Jennifer Kulak. 

"Well, I came in in 2013, and that position was 
already gone," Medeiros said. 

Kulak pointed out, "In 2012, twenty-seven 
percent of students scored 'advanced' and it's getting 
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Uglier every year." 

"We see the need," Medeiros explained, "which is 
why we have this new position that Karen has taken over. 
Technology has advanced so quickly that teachers are 
still trying to find a balance between traditional science 
standards and the newer things. This isn't really a true 
indicator of what the kids are learning." 

Medeiros pointed out a 'Science Action Plan,' 
which included developing a new science curriculum, 
implementing engineering challenges for students, 
creating more opportunities to use technology in the 
classroom, and bringing sample MCAS questions to 
students in lower grades. 

In the new PARCC English Language & Literature 
test, there are five levels: Level 5 'exceeded expectations'; 
Level 4 'met expectations'; Level 3 'approached 
expectations'; Level 2 'partially met expectations'; and 
Level 1 'did not yet meet expectations'. 

In Grade 3, no students achieved Level 5 and 41% 
tested at Level 4. In Grade 4, of the 58 students tested, 

29% achieved Level 5 and 50% scored Level 4. Grade 5 
found 2% of students at Level 5 and 63% at Level 4. Grade 
6 scored 16% of students at Level 5 and 61% at Level 4. 

"We're a little distraught at the low numbers at 
Level 5," Kulak pointed out again. 

Medeiros replied, "The focus for us this year is 
to keep Flextime going, so that students who need a little 
extra reading help can get it. There will be more high- 
level reading projects; we want to bring all the kids up." 

The PARCC math exam requires an average of 
750 points per grade to certify proficiency, which every 
grade met except Grade 3 (which sits at 749). In Grades 4, 
5, and 6, 93%, 94% and 95% of students scored between 
Levels 3-5 respectively. Grade 3 found 10% of students 
at Level 5 and 41% at Level 4. In Grade 4, 12% tested at 
Level 5 and 57% at Level 4. Grade 5 found 6% of students 
at Level 5 and 63% at Level 4. Eight percent of Grade 6 
students tested at Level 5 and 60% at Level 4. 

RMS Cafeteria staff members Doreen Gonet and 
Jane LaRue were also on hand on behalf of the entire 
cafeteria staff to receive recognition from Tina Rood. 

"We started a new breakfast program this year," 
she said, "and their willingness to try out something new 
was wonderful. Thank you for caring for our kids." 

Medeiros added, "These guys go above and 
beyond. Thank you for taking on the breakfast program." 

The next meeting of the Rochester School 
Committee is scheduled for January 5 at 6:30 pm at the 
Rochester Town Hall. 

Joint Meeting Studies Superintendent Goals

On November 17, Old Rochester Regional High 
School Principal Mike Devoll spoke highly of a recent 
screening of Screenagers held at the high school, and he 
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praised the staff for putting the screening together. 

The movie helps parents understand the impact 
of the digital age on their children and offers them tips to 
minimize harmful effects and find balance. 

'Tt was a packed house," Devoll said, "and as a 
matter of fact, I still have parents calling me wondering if 
there will be another showing since they missed the first 
one. The next question is . . . Where do we go next with 
it?" 


Assistant Superintendent Elise Frangos gave 
an overview of the school system's MCAS and PARCC 
results. Since the numbers were covered in more detail at 
each school committee's individual meeting, she didn't 
cover many of the separate grade scores but instead 
concentrated on the overall scores of each school. 

"Center School and Sippican Elementary are both 
Level 1 schools," she said, referring to the fact that each 
school ranks in at least the 80*^ percentile within the state. 
"Rochester Memorial is currently a Level 2 school, but this 
year it's at the 79th percentile. Its expected growth puts it 
at Level 1 shortly." 

"The current accountability system will be 
changing according to the Department of Education," 
added Superintendent Doug White. "We don't know yet 
what will happen, but keep an eye out for any changes 
when the new president takes office." 

White next introduced the goals that the 
Superintendent Evaluation Sub-committee had planned to 
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the faculty and staff ringing the room. 

The sub-committee - a joint venture including 
members from all three school committees - came 
together to decide on the superintendent's goals for the 
2017-2018 school year. White led the room through what 
they had come up with. The first goal was to support 
social and emotional learning for all students. 

"I will assist all students and staff to develop 
and learn more about social and emotional learning 
opportunities," he said. 

The second goal underlined the need for 
increased transparency in the school's budget-forming 
process. 

"I plan to work with school personnel and 
committees to increase transparency, awareness, 
participation and engagement in each of the district's 
budget processes," White said. 

The third goal introduced the use of technology 
within the school system. White promised to assist all 
administrators to ensure the sustainability of technology 
at all levels. 

"We need to make sure that this technology is 
appropriate for the best interests of all ages learning," 
White explained, "but we also need to educate the 
community on what this technology is and how it can 
be applied. They need to understand how it can enrich 
students' lives and lead to different careers. It encourages 
us to have a broad definition of technology." 

The sub-committee was a success for its members, 
said School Committee member Sharon Hartley. 

"This is one of the best committee experiences 
I've ever had," said Hartley. 

"This is the first time I walked away feeling like 
these goals were our goals," echoed School Committee 
member Christine Marcolini. 

The joint meeting covered new instructional 
strategies at the end of the meeting. 

"We need to support high level instructional 
strategies which ensure academic rigor for all students," 
said Frangos. 

"We want high experience for all students, and 
we're taking the opportunity to learn as administrators 
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to make sure the best strategies are being used in the 
classroom," White added. 

The next meeting of the Joint School Committee is 
scheduled for January 19 at 6:30 pm in the ORRJHS media 
room. 


Tech Help Desk an Asset to Students, Staff

New to the high school this year, the Student 
Technology Help Desk has been a beneficial addition 
to the educational electives available to students and a 
helpful resource for staff as well. 

Led by history teacher Michael Linane, student 
members from all four grades spend one block of their 
school day at the help desk answering calls from staff that 
may need assistance with a piece of technology or taking 
classes online to better understand different programs 
that they may use. The group runs very independently, 
with several members stationed at the desk for each 
period. 

"Whether you want to learn to build a website 
from scratch, or take a Chromebook apart and put it 
back together, you have a team there to help you figure it 
out," junior Lauren Gonsalves said. "If you're thinking of 
doing something technology related in life, then this is the 
perfect opportunity." 

The position opens up a number of chances for 
students to delve into the world of technology, computer 
programming, and engineering. 

"Sometimes I go down to visit Mrs. Wheeler in 
the junior high to learn how to make certain things work," 
junior Alice Bednarczyk said. "Just last week, she taught 
me how to set up a projector and fix any issues that may 
pop up." 

Opportunities can occur closer, as well. Within 
their home base in the school library, members have 
access to Chromebooks that they can practice repairing 
before actually applying their skills on malfunctioning 
equipment, as senior Jacob Juneau was doing with 
an exposed Chromebook circuit board during one of 
his shifts. When one laptop refused to charge despite 
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numerous attempts, junior Gheorghita Battaglia 
successfully corrected the issue and sent it back into use. 

Tasks like performing repairs are determined 
based on ten assigned roles within the group: tech 
bloggers, IT agents, digital media designers, social media 
coordinators, app developers, digital citizenship, Google 
app specialists, Google app / extension reviewers, and 
website administrators. Each title describes the overall 
type of work undertaken by someone in the position. 

''My role is tech blogger, where I'm supposed 
to create helpful articles people can read so that they 
understand how to use certain apps and websites," 
Bednarczyk said. 

"I'm a web admin, so I build websites," senior 
Noah Petitpas explained. "It's something I've always had 
an interest in doing and it might help figure out future 
career options." He was in the process of uploading an 
article to the help desk's website which he, Linane, and a 
third member collectively run. 

Petitpas has created a website for a gaming 
community while also running two personal sites, 
something other members do as well. Gonsalves is one 
of these individuals and stated that, not only did it give a 
chance to use skills learned from time in the technology 
team, but it also gives a space to publish achievements 
"right where colleges can see them." 

Bednarczyk agreed. "The help desk doesn't just 
look good on a college resume. As I help other people 
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Stang High School and received her

Tabor Secures Another New England 
Championship 

Tabor Academy Update

Tabor Academy Varsity Football emerged 
victorious in a duel against St. George's School on Friday 
night to secure a New England Championship at home. 
After four, hard-fought quarters of play and much back- 
and-forth between the teams, the Seawolves edged out a 
49-42 win over the Dragons in the Hugh Caldera Bowl. 

This matchup was one of seven New England 
Championship Bowl games played between New 
England prep schools on Friday The Hugh Caldera Bowl 
was the first "Friday Night Lights" game played on Tabor 
Academy's turf field complex. To make this possible, 
Tabor rented a temporary lighting system for the fields. 

This Bowl game was the first for Tabor since 
2001, and the first win since their 12-7 victory against St. 
Sebastian's School in the NEPSAC Class B Bowl in 1999. 
Current Head Coach Bill Hrasky had just been on the 
team for two years. At the time, Hrasky was special teams 
and defensive coordinator for the Seawolves. 

On Friday night, much of the Tabor community 
had already departed for Thanksgiving break, leaving the 
campus feeling very deserted. At the game, however, you 
wouldn't know this was the case. The bleachers on the 
hillside were filled with students, and the sidelines were 
thick with alumni, faculty, parents, community members, 
and St. George's families who were excited to watch some 
high-stakes football under the lights. In addition, nearly 
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two thousand people watched the live-stream of the game 
online. 

Tabor began the game with a 14-0 lead after a 
pair of touchdowns from sophomores Angel Santiago and 
Pete Lombardi. St. George's quickly responded with two 
touchdowns of their own and followed them up with a 
fumble return that gave them a 20-14 lead at the end of 
the first quarter. 

In the second quarter, the Seawolves responded to 
the Dragons with an 8-yard run by senior Captain Adam 
Billard, setting them ahead 21-20. The close back-and- 
forth continued, with another touchdown by St. George's 
setting the score back in favor of the Dragons, 26-21. 

Before the half, Lombardi got his second touchdown of 
the night off a pass from Billard, sending the Seawolves 
into halftime with a two-point lead. 

In the beginning of the second half, Santiago also 
scored his second touchdown of the night, extending the 
lead to 35-26. Not to be outdone, the Dragons responded 
immediately with a special teams touchdown off the 
kickoff. The Seawolves stayed determined and, for the 
third time of the night, Lombardi marched passed the St. 
George's defense into the end zone. 

Billard got his second touchdown of the night 
off a 6-yard run in the fourth quarter, capping off the 
scoring for the Seawolves with 49 points.

In his first season 
as Athletic Director, Conan Leary already has two New 
England Championships under the belt.

Old Colony Update

This week. Old Colony invited in the Rochester 
Police Department to perform the annual ALICE (Alert, 
Lockdown, Inform, Counter and Evacuate) training. 

For the past three years. Old Colony has adopted 
the ALICE policies to handle an active shooter event. 
Although the likelihood of such an event is miniscule, 
the school prides itself on being prepared and keeping its 
students safe.

five and seven minutes. In this short time period, students 
must decide whether to flee, barricade, or fight back as a 
last resort. The idea behind ALICE is to promote action 
to increase survivability in the event of a crisis. For this 
reason. Old Colony adopted the ALICE program three 
years ago. 

Each year. Old Colony invites the Rochester 
Police Department to give a presentation on the training 
to the new freshmen. Police instruct the students on 
evacuation procedures and barricading. They go over 
where the school meeting points are located. They also 
discuss the option of breaking windows, though this is 
obviously not practiced in the drill. After sitting through 
the presentation, the school runs a practice drill. 

It is announced over the intercom there is a 
shooter in the building, and though it is only a drill, 
tensions run high. Over the course of minutes, students 
receive information via the intercom about the intruder's 
location in the building and physical descriptions. They, 
along with their teachers, are left with the decision to run 
or barricade the doors. 

For those who run, it can be a scary moment 
sprinting out of the school. For those who barricade, it 
can also be a scary few minutes. With the lights out and 
students hidden in perfect silence, police officers test 
barricades by attempting to get through doors, often 
slamming into them and shaking the locks. It can be a 
stressful and scary drill for students, but the lessons and 
techniques learned are invaluable. 

Old Colony hopes that it will never need to use 
the skills learned in these drills, but it will continue to 
teach them in order to keep its students safe. For more 
information on the ALICE program, visit https: / / www.

Miss Sharon Jones! Featuring Sharon Jones and the Dap- 
Kings. Directed by Barbara Kopple. Running time: 93 
minutes. Not rated, but the equivalent of an R rating for 
some brief language. Now on DVD. 

Barbara Kopple's compassionate documentary 
Miss Sharon Jones! was completed in 2015, got a limited 
theatrical release last summer, and hit DVD earlier this 
month. It is newly relevant for a saddening reason: its 
subject and star, the retro ''queen of funk" singer Sharon 
Jones, passed away just last week. That makes watching 
Miss Sharon Jones!, which follows Jones as she deals with 
her first bout with pancreatic cancer and finishes up 
her Grammy-nominated album, more bittersweet than 
it might have been. It is well worth the watch, though, 
especially for viewers / listeners (like me) who hadn't been 
familiar with Jones and her work with her band the Dap- 
Kings. 

In recent years, Kopple, whose early work 
tended towards the political (1976's Harlan County USA 
and 1990' s American Dream both won Best Documentary 
Oscars), has focused on female entertainers in extremis: 
films about Mariel Hemingway (Running from Crazy) 
and the Dixie Chicks (Shut Up and Sing). Miss Sharon 
Jones! devotes about as much time to Jones undergoing 
chemotherapy as to her music. Though there is some 
cookin' footage of her and the Dap-Kings onstage and in 
the studio, the movie isn't primarily a concert film; it's 
a portrait of a woman and her art and the sickness that 
temporarily — and then, outside the reach of the film, 
permanently — stopped the music. 

Intimate but not invasive, Kopple's camera 
takes us close to Jones and her fear and pain. But Jones 
perseveres, and her strength suffuses not only her 
singing but the movie itself, so that we don't feel gross or 
exploitative for watching a dying woman. For, of course, 
at the time of filming, and possibly right up until the 
end, Jones was very much a living woman. I've heard 
and read many performers talk about whatever awful 
physical or mental torment they may have been going 
through, and as soon as the lights and applause hit them, 
all was forgotten. Sharon Jones frequently dances in this 
film, dances like a woman half her age and with none 



of the illness. The force of her will is exhilarating and, at 
times, a little intimidating. I would not have wanted to get 
between her and whatever she wanted. I would almost 
feel sorry for her cancer if the bastard hadn't caught up 
with her in the end. 

The movie shows us the power of art and 
music to transform Jones from a suffering middle-aged 
woman to a volcanic goddess of song. It does this with a 
minimum of cant or bathos. Jones is seen to have been a 
devout Christian, and one of the extended examples of 
her singing and dancing, as the shackles of her disease 
slip visibly from her body, takes place in a church. Kopple 
doesn't underline this; it's just part of the DNA of so much 
African-American music. Jones was a uniter: her fans are 
racially mixed, as are her band and her friends — her best 
friend, a white nutritionist, gladly put Jones up at her 
home for a while. Again without pushing too hard, the 
movie speaks gently for kindness between diverse people. 
It's a message I don't mind hearing just now. 

In brief. Miss Sharon Jones! has more on its plate 
than just Miss Sharon Jones. In just 93 minutes, the movie 
encompasses a good deal of experience and truth, and 
we get to hear some mighty fine retro funk while we're 
there. Like the Dixie Chicks film, whose subject was the 
backlash after Natalie Maines voiced anti-Bush sentiment 
during the run-up to the Iraq War, the movie captures the 
impact of one band member's problems on many other 
people. Jones knew she had to go on — the Dap-Kings 
depended on the income from performing. She also knew 
she couldn't just sit home and mope — the music was 
perhaps a more vital therapy than the toxins pumped 
into her veins. And now, in a year that has taken so 
much from us, she is gone, too. She was not a household 
name (despite doing the talk-show round to support her 
album), but a lot of people felt her loss sharply. She meant 
something to more people than she might have realized. I 
hope she did realize.

b. for irripiion by golf courses as necessary to maintain tees and greens, subject to the 
Town's approval. 

Noncssential outdoor water uses that arc subject t o mafrdaiory re strictions include: 

1. Irrigation of lawns via sprinklers or automaiic irrigation systems; 

2. Washing of vehicles, except in a commercial car wash or as necessary^ for operator safety^ 
or to prevent damage and'or mainiain perfomia nce of agricultural or conslruelion 
vehicles or equipment; and 

3. Washing of exterior building surfaces, parking lots, driveways or sidewralks, except as 
necessary to apply paint, preservatives, stucco, paventeni or cement. 

Exceptions to nonessential outdoor water uses are: 

1. Gardens, flowers and ornamental plants by means of a hand-held hose - between the 
hours of 6AM to ® AM and 6 PM to 8 PM only 

2. Irription with harv^ested and stored slonn water runoff between the hours of 6AM to 8 
AM and 6 PM to S PM only 

The following outdoor water uses are subject to review and approval by the Town of 
Mattapoisett, through its Board of Water and Sewer Commissioners, 

* irrigation to establish replanted or reseeded lawn or plantings 

* irrigation of newdy planted lawms (seeded or sodded) for homes or businesses newly 
constructed in the previous twelve months; 

* Filling of privately owned outdoor pools; and 

* irrigation by golf courses as necessary to maintain tees and greens. 

Residents w^ho are currently on a private well are encouraged to participate in the current 
restrictions due to the drought situation across the State.
